GA OCT. 1 1 DECIDED WITHOUT VOTE TO GRANT OBSERVER STATUS 
TO EEC AND CEMA. AND ELECTED FOLLOWING TO SERVER ON SC 
BEGINNING JANUARY, 1975: SWEDEN (127 VOTES), ITALY (125), 

GUYANA (123), TANZANIA (122), AND JAPAN (121). GA SCHEDULED 
TWO MEETINGS OCT. 14 TO CONSIDER RES INVITING PLO, AS 
REP OF PALESTINIANS, TO PARTICIPATE IN PLENARY DISCUSSION 
OF PALESTINE QUESTION. 

AT OUTSET, FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGAUD INTRODUCED DRAFT RES 
(L. 734; RES 3208(XXIX)) AND BULGARIAN REP INTRODUCED 
DRAFT RES (L. 735; RES 3209(XXIX)) WHICH REQUESTEE SYG TO 
INVITE EECE AND CEMA, RESPECTIVELY. "TO PARTICIPATE IN THE 
SESSIONS AND WORK OF GA IN CAPACITY OF OBSERVER." OGBU 
(NIGERIA) DID NOT OPPOSE APPROVAL OF OBSERVER STATUS FOR EEC 
BUT CALLED ON EEC AND ITS MEMBER COUNTRIES TO COMPLY STRICTLY 
WITH ALL RELEVANT UN RESES CONCERNING SOUTH AFRICA. HE 
SAID HE UNDERSTOOD SA WAS ABOUT TO ENTER INTO TRADE 
NEGOTIATIONS WITH EEC IN BRUSSELS. IN RESPONDING, FRENCH 
REP SAID EEC HAD NO INTENTION OF ENTERING INTO NEGOTIATONS 
WITH SA AND ASSURED NIGERIAN REP EEC AND ITS MEMBERS WERE 
AWARE OF IMPORTANCE OF DOING "NOTHING WHATSOEVER THAT WOULD 
ADVANCE POLICY OF APARTHEID." 

AMB BENNETT EXPLAINED US VIEW ON TWO RESES WAS BASED ON 
BELIEF THAT DEVELOPMENTS IN EUROPE TOWARD GREATER INTEGRATION, 
ESPECIALLY IN ECONOMIC FIELD, ARE IMPORTANT AND USEFUL, 

AND SPECIAL NATURE OF ECONOMIC INTEGRATION IN EUROPE 
COULD NO DOUBT BE EFFECTIVELY PROMOTED THROUGH 
COOPERATION WITH UN. STATEMENTS IN GENERAL COMITE AND TODAY 
IN GA IN CONNECTION WITH RESES INDICATED REQUESTS WEE 
RELATED TO SPECIAL NATURE OF THESE DEVELOPMENTS, WERE 
TAILORED TO SPECIFIC RELEVANT AREAS. AND WERE FULLY IN 
ACCORD WITH PAST PRACTICE AND CUSTOMS OF UN WITH REGARD 
TO OBSERVERS.

SUBCOMITE, WYZNER (POLAND). JANKOWITSCH SPOKE OF SUCCESSFUL

SPACE APPLICATIONS AND RECOMMENDATION THAT SPONSORSHIP OF

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 

VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES), SPEAKING IN SCP OCT. 1 1 AS APARTHEID 
COMITE RAPPORTEUR, STATED SOUTH AFRICAN GOVT, WHILE CLAIMING 
TO ADOPT NEUTRAL STAND TOWARD FRELIMO, EMBARKED ON REPRESSIVE 
CAMPAIGN AGAINST BLACK GROUPS WHICH SUPPORTED MOZAMBIQUE'S 
REVOLUTION. HE SPOKE OF SEPT. 26 EVENTS AND CONDEMNED BREAKUP 
BY HUNDREDS OF ARMED POLICE WITH TEAR GAS AND DOGS OF PEACEFUL 
CROWD AT PRO-FRELIMO RALLY SPONSORED BY SASO AND BPC, 

AND ATTENDANT ARRESTS. OTHER RALIES HAD BEEN SIMILARLY 
BROKEN UP, AND HE CLAIMED SA SECURITY POLICE HAD BEGUN NATION- 
WIDE CRACKDOWN AGAINST SASO AND BPC. 

GOMAA (EGYPT) SPOKE OF GREATLY INCREASED SOUTH AFRICAN 
INVESTMENTS IN ISRAEL IN ORDER TO CIRCUMVENT BOYCOTT, 

AND SAID TSRAF.LT BANKS PLAYING IMPORTANT ROLE IN SENDING 
CAPITAL TO SA. ISRAEL RECEIVED SEVERAL MILLION DOLLARS 
FROM SA, TWO COUNTRIES ESTABLISHED CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE IN 
EACH OTHER S COUNTRIES, AND TWO GOVTS WERE EXCHANGING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMBASSADOR, UAE REP ALSO COMPARED POLICIES OF ISRAEL AND 
SA AND DESCRIBED ISRAELI PRACTICES IN PALESTINE AS 
APARTHEID. FINNISH REP HOPED SC, WHEN IT TOOK UP RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN SA AND UN, WOULD CONSIDER IN CONSTRUCTIVE MANNER 
ANY FURTHER MEASURES THAT COULD BE TAKEN TO BRING ABOUT CHANGE 
TO SAG S POLICIES. INDONESIAN REP FAVORED ENLARGING MEMBERSHIP 
OF APARTHEID COMITE AND MENTIONED STRIKES BY BLACK WORKERS 
IN SA. HE REGRETTED CERTAIN GOVTS CONTINUED TO MAINTAIN 
CONTACTS WITH SAG. PHILIPPINES REP CALLED ATTENTION TO HIS 
DEL'S SUPPORT CREDENTIALS COMITE FOR GA DECISION TO REQUEST 
SC REVIEW OF UN-SA RELATIONS. MAURITANIAN REP DECLARED 
TIME HAD COME FOR CONCRETE MEASURES, AND CYPRIOT REP 
STATED GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY RESTED WITH THOSE STATES WHICH 
ABETTED SA IN ITS PRESENT ATTITUDE. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, 
CAPETOWN) 
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IN OCT 1 1 MEETINGS COMITE 2 CONTINUED DEBATE ON OPERATIONAL 
ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT, HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS OF 
AUSTRALIA, GDR, PDRY, THAILAND, CYPRUS, BYELORUSSIA, HUNGARY, 
PERU, GREECE, CANADA, SWEDEN, SINGAPORE, SUDAN, FRANCE, 

NIGERIA, NEPAL, LIBYA, YUGOSLAVIA, ARGENTINA, US, FIJI, 

ETHIOPIA AND SAUDI ARABIA, IN ADDITION TO CHILEAN, TURKISH 
AND GREEK RIGHTS OF REPLY. 

SEVERAL DELS ANNOUNCED INCREASED CONTRIBUTIONS TO UN 
DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES: AUSTRALIA; THAILAND, 15 PERCENT 
INCREASE TO UNDP AND APPROX $19,000 INCREASE TO UNICEF; 

CANADA; NIGERIA, 100 PERCENT INCREASE IN UNDP CONTRIBUTION; 

LIBYA, TO UNDP, UNIDO, AND UNICEF; AND ETHIOPIA, "A 
MODEST AMOUNT" TO UNDP IN RECOGNITION OF PROGRAM S IMPORTANCE. 
GDR, PDRY AND BYELORUSSIA STATED OPPOSITION TO GRANTING UNDP 
AID TO SAIGON AND SEOUL REGIMES, "AGGRESSIVE STATE" OF 
ISRAEL, AND "FASCIST" CHILE, DRAWING CHILEAN RIGHT OF REPLY. 

GREEK AND CYPRUS REPS SPOKE OF TURKISH INVASION OF CYPRUS, 
CYPRUS REP STATING THAT TURKEY NOW OCCUPIED AREAS OF ISLAND 
PRODUCING 70 PERCENT OF CYPRIOT REVENUES, DRAWING TURKISH 
RIGHT OF REPLY DENYING THIS. SEVERAL DELS EXPRESSED DIS-

AND WAS IMMEDIATELY ADJOURNED FOR LACK OF SPEAKERS. 

COMITE 4 - PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES 

AS COMITE CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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GDR REP STATED FINDINGS OF UN COMMISSION OF INQUIRY WHICH 
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INVESTIGATED REPORTED MASSACRES IN MOZAMBIQUE WOULD PROVIDE 
EVIDENCE OF CRIMES COMMITTED UNDER COLONIALISM. HE URGED 
THAT THOSE RESPONSIBLE BE PROSECUTED AND SAID SUCH ACTION 
WOULD FALL WITHIN COMPETENCE OF FRELIMO AND NEW PORTUGUESE 
GOVT. COMITE HEARD 12 STATEMENTS OCT. 11, AND THERE ARE 17 
MORE SPEAKERS TO BE HEARD ON PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. 

IN VIEW OF MRS. JOKA-BANGURA (SIERRA LEONE), PREREQUISITE 
FOR GRANTING INDEPENDENCE TO ANGOLA SHOULD NOT BE UNIFICATION 
OF ALL PARTIES; MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WERE CRITICIZED 
BECAUSE THEY HAD ONLY ONE PARTY. MINORITY IN COMITE AND GA, 

SHE SAID, WAS OPPOSED TO ACTS OF FREEDOM FIGHTERS UNTIL EVENTS 
PROVED THEM WRONG; THESE COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN HIDING BEHIND 
LEGALITIES. FINDINGS OF MOZAMBIQUE COMMISSION CANNOT 
BE SWEPT UNDER THE CARPET. WHAT IF THERE WAS VETO IN COMITES 
AND GA? SHE ASKED RHETORICALLY, ADDING THERE WAS A LOT 
OF HYPOCRISY AROUND.

TIATIONS ON ANGOLA WITH LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED 
BY OAU, AND CITED SOUTH AFRICAN CORPORATIONS IN ANGOLA
